The deaths, which may num ber as 
many as ll, have not been confirmed 
as being directly linked to the diet fad, 
but the Food and Drug Administration 
said it is working with the Center for 
Disease Control to check medical 
records and autopsy reports, if any, to 
see if there is a link between the diets 
and deaths.

In recent weeks the FDA has an­ 
nounced two recalls of predigested 
liquid protein products because they 
were packaged in bottles that were 
defective and could have caused 
bacterial growth. 
At the sam e time the agency has 
been saying it questions the validity of 
the diet to do anything more than a 
simple restriction of caloric intake 
would accomplish.

dinner meeting Monday night was 
able to comp up with the appropriate 
response. 
School Board President Rutledge 
Haggard sent everyone home to “do 
our homework” after the officials 
passed over Trustee Frank Adams’ 
suggestion to hire an expert to outline 
the options. 
“We need to get all the facts, un 
derstand the problem and its full 
ramifications and then get a position 
paper to the people (HUD),” he 
proposed. “ We have to ask ourselves: 
Do we 
have a 
position 
that 
is 
meaningful? Or we might wind up 
with egg on our face when we should 
have taken another position.” 
Councilman Bob Collins assured 
Adams that the city now knows what 
the project is about. He said Planner 
Bob Buffington had told the council 
that HUD funds are set aside to insure 
the m ortgage of the project and 
subsidize rents when it is completed. 
Collins said he believes the project 
can be stopped by changing the zoning 
to retail as requested by the neigh­ 
borhood. He pointed out that zoning 
laws have been historically upheld by 
the courts. 
Promising to support any school 
board action against the project, 
Collins pointed out that “ anytime the 
governm ent gets involved in a 


project, it winds up a shambles " 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt said he is 
not so sure that changing the zoning 
would help the situation He stressed 
that the city has no way of knowing 
whether the zoning ordinance will 
hold up before it gets to court 
“ HUD never came to the city and 
asked if we wished to have it.” he 
continued. “ We don’t want to say that 
we don’t want minorities living in 
Plano Personally, I don’t know of 
anywhere in Plano where the people 
are going to want it next door." 
Trustee Tom Hughston added that 
he is not opposed to the project per se 
and suggested that it be moved to the 
west side.

Plan Advises Downtown Expansion

Editor’s Note: This is the last in a 
series of seven articles about the 1977 
Comprehensive Plan for Community 
Structure. 


The heart of the city, the central 
business district, gets special at­ 
tention in the new m aster plan. 
Downtown is generally defined as 
being between Avenue L, Avenue G. 
lith Street and 16th Street with the 
core east of the railroad. 
New retail uses have developed 
west of the core area adjacent to 15th 
Street and north along Avenue K. 
however, and an expanded downtown 
area could be considered to include all 
of the land between US 75 and Avenue 


L and between 14th Street and 18th 
Street. 
The area is still grow ing-streets 
have been improved; additional off- 
street parking has been added; new 
retail, office and banking facilities 
have been built; and the city plans to 
expand the municipal building 
Continued growth will place the 
original downtown in “an increasingly 
competitive and complex relationship 
to other development.'' according to 
the report prep ared by M arvin 
Springer 
“ Every effort should be made to 
keep the Downtow n Area as the heart 
of the Community.” the planner adds 
“ It is important to the entire com­ 
munity that 
the Downtown 
Area 


retain some retail and commercial 
development and add professional, 
technical and governmental services 
for the convenience of all residents 
More Functional 
To make the area more functional. 
Springer recom m ends that som e 
streets be designated for traffic while 
others are 
used for pedestrians, 
parking and access 
This 
m ust 
occur 
gradually 
however, sin ce differentiation of 
.streets should only happen after the 
m ajor thoroughfares around the 
downtown area are complete 
Avenue K is indicated as a major 
traffic artery while 15th Street is 
proposed as an access street into 
downtown from Avenue G 


Traffic streets suggested are 14th 
Street, 16th Street, Avenue G and 
Avenue L with the interior streets for 
parking, access and circulation 
Avenues H, I and J would be 
reserved for parking and pedestrian 
uses and 15th Place could be turned 
into a pedestrian way from the city 
hall to the police station, connected 
with Haggard Park 
Avenue H would he closed between 
15th and 16th Streets to allow the

Treatm ent Vital 
“ The 
general 
environm ental 
character of the Downtown Area will 
be determined more by the treatment 
of open space than the remodeling of 
buildings or any reconstruction that 
may occur,” Springer stresses 
For instance, the railroad frontage 
could be utilized for additional off 
street parking and landscaping. 
similar to the arrangem ent on Avenue 
J 
Trees or a screening barrier ad­ 
jacent to the tracks would also be 
desirable 
If regional rapid transit 
returns to Plano the rail right-of-way

D EA R P O L LY - I bought a cast iron skillet and 
washed it before using but then the handle became all 
sticky I have been told I should have treated" the 
skillet before attempting to use it. Could you tell me 
how to do this and will it take the stickiness off the 
handle0 - V A L E R IE . 
DEA R V A L E R IE - Your skillet should have been 
seasoned before using. Wash and scour with a mild 
cleanser. Do this to the handle too and that may stop 
the stickiness. Wash off and dry thoroughly. Apply a 
generous coat of salad oil or unsalted fat to the inside 
of the skillet with either a paper towel or a brush. 
Put in the oven set on low heat and leave for a couple 
of hours but every 15 minutes or so rub the fat around 
again. 
When removed from the oven wipe all grease out 
with a paper towel, wash well in soap suds, rinse and 
dry'. The first few times the skillet is used a little of 
the unsalted fat should be rubbed on the inside as the 
seasoning process takes a bit of time. That sticky 
handle may be caused from grease or a coating that 
was on the pan. I would keep working on it with a 
steel wool pad and cleanser. There is nothing like a 
cast iron skillet for frying chicken, etc. - PO LLY .
